Levas claims that the 
board was* approached 
before the business on Main 
St. opened and a full ex- 
planation of the goods to be 
sold was given the board at,

~ water pipes and other goods 
commonly*, but not 
necessarily employed in the ■ 
use of dope. 

"It was after we were 
opened that the board passed 
the ordinance banning the 
sale of paraphernalia in An- 
tioch just as North Chicago 
has done previously," Levas 
says. 

"We had an 18-year-old 
legal limit set on the sale of 
paraphernalia from the 
beginning," he continues. 

A federal court in Chicago 
upheld the village's right to 
pass and enforce the or- 
dinance and the case is 
presently in the Federal Ap- 
peals Court. 

Levas says' that the State 
of Illinois just tried to have 
legislation passed on the 
same issue banning the sale 
of "drug" paraphernalia 
that would cover the entire 
state and it was defeated by 
137 votes to five; 
. . "Everything that was for 



sale in the store, referring to 
the fact that the parapher- 
nalia is no longer for sale, 
had a legal use. Water pipes 
were first put into use to 
prevent lip cancer/' says 
Levas. 

Mayor Mike Haley con- 
tradicts Levas by 
saying, "He was already 
open and selling the 
paraphernalia when he 
came to the board for the fir-* 
st time because he heard we 
were going to pass the or- 
dinance." 

Both sides will have to 
wait for the decision of. the 
Appeals Court as will all in- 
terested parties.

Antioch Homemakers active 

Homemaker service to An- 
tioch residents increased 
substantia lly during the past 
year according to figures 
recently released by Denis 
Morimoto, area ad- 
ministrator of Family Care 
Services of Lake and 
McHenry Counties. 

These figures show that 
homemaker service to An- 
tioch residents during fiscal 
1980 more than tripled that of 
the previous year increasing 
from 104 hours of service in 
fiscal 1979 to 368 hours last 
year. 

. According to Morimoto, 
one of the reasons for the in- 
crease is the growing num- 
ber of elderly citizens who 
currently utilize homemaker 
service. He explained that 
homemaker service places a 
trained homemaker in the 
home to assist families and 
aged persons during a time 
of crisis. 

This, includes child care, 
household budgeting, 
housekeeping and parenting 
skills. When elderly persons 
are involved, this may also 
include helping with per- 
sonal needs. 

He pointed out that in a 
time of crisis or emergency 
such as the illness of a 
mother with small children a 
homemaker may be placed 
in the home for as much as 
eight hours a day.

(b) ill The right of 
redemption from all sales of 
real estate for the non- 
payment of taxes or special 

' assessments, except a s 
provided in paragraph (2) of 
this subsection (hh shall 
exist in favor of owners and 



persons interested in such 
real estate for not less than 
two years following such 
sales. 

(2) The right of redemp- 
tion from the y sale for non- 
payment of taxes or special 
assessments of a parcel 
real estate which: 

, (A) is vacant non-farm 
real estate or (B) contains 
an improvement consisting 
of a structure' or structures 
each of which contains 7 or 
more residential units or f C) 
is commercial or industrial 
property: and upon which all 
or a part of the general taxes 
for each of 5 or more years 
are delinquent shall exist in 
favor of owners and persons 
interested in such real estate 
for not less than 90 days 
following such sales. 

(cj. Owners, occupants 
and parties interested shall 
be given reasonable notice of 
the sale and the date of 
expiration of the period of 
redemption as the General 
Assembly provides by law.

EXPLANATION OF 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

The proposed Amendment 
deals only with the problem 
of long-term tax delinquency 
on commercial, industrial, 
vacant non-farm, and large 
multi-unit residential prop- 
erties. It has no effect on 
single-family homes, farms, 
or apartment buildings 
containing 6 or less units. 

The present Illinois law 
attempts to -place long- 
standing tax delinquent 
properties back on the tax 
rolls after 5 or more years of 
non-payment of property 
taxes by the owner. To this 
end, the county treasurer 
conducts an auction, or 
"scavenger sale", at which 
the high bidder receives a 
tax sale certificate. 

Following the scavenger 
sale, the Constitution now 
guarantees the delinquent 
owner 2 years to redeem or 
buy back the property. The 
high bidder cannot obtain 
title to the property until 
after this 2-year redemption 
period has elapsed. 

The proposed amendment 
would allow the General 
Assembly to reduce the 2- 

irear redemption period to no 
ess than 90 days following 
the scavenger sale.
